THE NEW SITUATION DISCUSSED. 
THE VALUE OF FORMOSA TO 

JAPAN. 2 
{From Our Special Correspondent with the 
Japanese Army.) 
: Mokung, April 12. 

Tu-doy for the frat time wo received 
news through Japanosu official caannels, 
confirming tho report brought by a British 
warship from Shanghai ten days ago, that 
u twouty days’ armistice had boen conelud- 
ed. We now hear in addition that it only 
applica to North , China, excluding nat 
only Formosa bot Foochow also ; and that 
| the exact date of expiry is tho 20th inat., 
at uoan. This announcement ecttles one 
doubt; I had thought that tho stipulation 
to leave Formosa out of the ormiatica (us 
originally rumoured) must b 
blind, since it ia difficult to believe that 
Formosa and not Foochow is the real ob- 
jective; but now that the whole Sauth 
turna out to be excluded, the Feochow 
theory stands without acy need of such 
oxplanation. It may be that the armistice 
has no significance. othor than that of Ja- 
panoso regret for the outrage on tho Cainose 
Plenipotentiary in Shimonoseki, or it may 
be a sign of an approaching entente cor- 
diate, I da not sea that it means any- 
thing, as far as tho Japanescare conc. nod, 
for thoir warlike operatiousia North Chino. 
wore alrewdy hanging fire and. not likely 
to ba actively reaumed for several weeks ; 
tho aame steamer that brings néivs+ of tho 
armistice had also brouyht news of the re- 
Yitovil of tho War Office establishmont

There was, it is true, a rumour 
that Sbauhsikwan was to bg attacked on 
the 15th March, but that rumour evoo 
when first circulaled seemed scirgoly cred- 
iblo.. It is more natural to believe that 
the Japanese had no fresh expedition io 
iaimediate contemplation, nud merely 
ranted the three wecks' truce ata mark 
of courtesy, which cost nothing ; Pokin is 
open to them any time, whenover they 
choose to move forward, un'ras the Chinese 
stop them by sdequate off-rs, and China is 
too soriously disorganised to tako practical 
advantage of delay, *

‘To destroy the araenals at Fyo- 
chow, Kigngnan, and olsewhere ;. to annex 
provinecs in the north, and to impeso a 
heavy indemnity—this Japan vould claim 
in logitimate self-defence, But Formosa is 
no source of atrength toVhina. The istand 
is Icas' than half colonised, and. even that 
only .within recent yeors—sv recopt 
that alio could hardly fool ita fons, 
It is not an iutegral part of China, 4 
factor of atrength #x ass, probably not in 
posse, It wasnever @ factor in the war;
